tion of I pint of formaldehy de to 4 0 
gallons of water. 
The solution is ap­ 
plied at the rate of three-fourths of n 
gallon to each bushel as the grain Is 
shov eled and then the pile cov ered 
with a blanket or canv as for two or 
three hours. 
After tiie seed has been 
spread to dry , it should be sown as 
soon as possible to av oid injury to 
germination.

FOSSIL BED CLEW 
TO ANCIENT LIFE 


Find 
Tracks 
o f 
Prehisto ric 


Birds and Animals. 


M Pierson, Kan.—A heretofore u n­ 
known bed of fossil tracks, clearly re­ 
vealing 
traoes of strange birds and 
animals which stalked 
tin* sou thwest­ 
ern part of the United States thou ­ 
sands u f y ears ago, lias been located 
by I‘rof. II. H. Nininger, head of the 
biology department of McPherson col­ 
lege. 
Footprints of 19 different kinds of 
animals and birds fou nd in the bed 
have been segregated and identified 
by their traeks and some of them. 
Professor Nininger declares, are new 
lo modern science. 
Reading of the Kansas biologist’s 
cork in u nearthing fossils of a giant 
prehistoric animal of the cat family 
in central Arizona last April, Lee 
Means, a rancher living near Valen­ 
tine. Texas, wrote him say ing there 
were some u nu su al imprints in hard 
tlintlike roek on his farm. 
Professor 
Nininger 
went 
to 
the 
Means ranch, not far from the Mexi­ 
can border, and investigated the im­ 
prints. 
H«> believes that cou ntry was. 
in prehistoric day s, a large shallow 
lake, the bottom of which was 
cov­ 
ered with a stiff mu ck. On this mu ck 
the animals and birds walked leaving 
their tracks firmly imprinted. 
Then came it time when the 
land 
was su bm erged with a sediment known 
as anhy drite, closely related to gy p­ 
su m 
All of this was again beneath 
other sediments to a depth of from
